FAVORABLELAW POSSIBLE 


Sentiment of Country Expected 
to Compel Congress to Pre- 
sent Statute That Taft 
Will Sign.

Washington, D. C., May 18.—[ Special. 
geldom in the history of the United States 
bas there been a more distinct victory than 
that which has been achieved by the western 


senators. 

Without resorting to filibustering, but by 
enlisting a healthy public opinion, they have 
foreed concessions to the downward revision 
view which were not contemplated when the 
tariff bill was originally presented to the 
senate. 

The strange thing about it all is that there 
never has been a time when Mr. Aldrich did 
not have at the back of him enough Repub- 
lican votes to pass any measure which he 
chose to indorse. 2 

The opposition from the Mississippi valley 
senators has scarcely amounted to more than 
a dozen votes, and yet so united has been 
their action and so forcible and temperate 
bave been their speeches that they have ac- 
complished a great deal more than if they 
had been violent or had attempted to delay 
the proceedings by mere filibustering. 

One after another has made a speech set- 
ting out in forcible language the fact that the 
general sentiment of the states from the 
Allegheny mountains to the base of the 
Rockies has always been in favor of a down- 
ward revision of the tariff, and that if sucha 
thing were not accomplished by congress 
the people of those states surely would hold 
the Republican party responsible. 


Aldrich’s Sneers of No Avail. 
When this movement was begun Mr. Al- 
drich and other representatives of special in- 
terests attempted to laugh it out of the sen- 
ate chamber. Old time Republicans like Mr. 
Dolliver of Iowa were charged with being 
free traders. and even up to the present Sen- 
ator Beveridge has been subjected to con- 
stant sneering attacks, just as if he were not 
as much entitled to his opinion and were not 
as much in duty bound to represent his con- 
stituents as if he had been born in Rhode 
Island or New Jersey. 
With only a dozen votes back of them, 
without resorting to reprehengible parlia- 
mentaep-tuctics to detay action, and with- 


out, in any case, misrepresenting public sen- 


timent in their home states, the senators 
from the middle west are beginning to see 
day by day a spirit of compromise and con- 
cession which was entirely foreign to the 
Aldrich program when the tariff bill was 
first presented to the senate. The western 
senators have been determined that the 
people should understand the issue, and the 
result has been a genuine debate which in 
many respects was the best ever heard in 
the senate. 

The high protection coterie who are almost 
unblushing in their determination to con- 
tinue special privileges to eastern manufac- 
turers, has lost the confidence of the public 
not only in the middle west but largely in 
the east. The debate has proceeded along 
reasonable economic lines, without any sen- 
sationalism, and the result has been a tri- 
umph for the middle west. 


Aldrich Cuts Sorry Figure. 

Mr. Aldrich and his associates on the 
finance committee have made a sorry figure 
in attempting to defend the extravagant 
rates of duty which admitted of no defense 
and which were unjust and fraudulent to the 
people on their face. Unable to maintain 
their position, the Aldrich coterie have 
changed their tactics entirely. They are 
making concessions here and there on the 
tariff bill for the purpose 6f saving the things 
in which they are vitally interested. 

The middle west senators fully understand 
this program and it is remarkable that a 
dozen senators, without allying themselves 
in any way with the Democrats, who them- 
Selves are spilt up, should by the simple 
process of turning a searchlight into the dark 
corners of the tariff bill unearth so many 
grisiy skeletons and compel a clear majority 
of the senate, in addition to those protection 
Democrats who are willing to sell their souls 
for a mess of tariff pottage, to come around 
to the point of view of the dozen senators. 

The present indications are that there will 
be material reductions in most of the sched- 
ules when the tariff bill gets through the 
Senate. The western senators say that they 
will not countenance any filibustering. They 
will not attempt to win anything by post- 
poning the date for a final yote. At thesame 
ume they do not propose to allow Mr. Ald- 
rich and the finance committee senators to 
play any more tricks on the senate and the 
people 


Want Light on Whole Bill. 

These western senators who have accom- 
Plished so much already in the direction of 
downward revision and who expect to ac- 
complish much more, say they belleve they 
are representing the people who sent them to 
Washington in determining that every ob- 
cure or suspicious paragraph in the Aldrich 
tariff bill shall be brought out into the light 
and carefully studied. Most of them have re- 
ceived letters from their home states com- 
mending their action. In a majority of cases 
these letters say the people are much more

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BAD CHECK SHOWS 
TRAILOF JUGGLING 


Arrest of Clarence E. Smith on 
Charge of Milwaukee Bank 


Reveals Extensive Op- 
erations. 


TOTAL MAY BE $100,000, 


| | Unique System of Stock Selling |. 


and Draft Kiting Alleged 
to Have Yielded a 
Big Profit. 


Clarence Edward Smith, broker and auto- 


| mobile enthusiast, was arrested in the offices 


of Attorney Robert E. Cantwell yesterday on 
warrants charging obtaining money under 
false pretenses. He was taken in custody by 
Detectives Blaul and O’Brien of the central] 
detail station on warrants issued in Milwau- 
kee, and with his detention facts are brought 
to light in what the police believe to be the 
most skillful piece of stock juggling and 
check manipulation perpetrated for many 
years. 

Smith is held in custody awaiting the ar- 
rival of police officials of Milwaukee on com- 
plaint of the Marshall & IIsley bank of Mil- 
waukee. Thespecific charge is that he cashed 
a check for $450 on a Chicago bank where he 
had no funds. 

The National Reporting agency, 240 La 
Salle, which has been following Smith's trail 
since charges were filed by the Milwaukee 
banking house last March, said last night 
that the single item of fraud charged by the 
Marshall & IIsley bank was but one of @ 
total which would aggregate between $74,000 
and $100,000. 

Smith has been missing since March 81 
last, when he left Milwaukee with a party of 
friends on an automobile tour. Later he 
was heard of in Detroit, but escaped de- 
tectives there. Yesterday he came to Chi- 
cago and went to the offices of his attorney, 
Cantwell, where he was found. 


Unique System Used. 

The system by which Smith is alleged to 
have cleaned up nearly 3109. 000 clear profit 
within six months had to do with a unique 
system of stock selling coupled with a system 
of cashing checks and telegraphing cash to 
the support of an account in Chicago. 

Smith ts a director of the Old Colony Life 
Insurance company, 84 Van Buren street. 
The stock is listed at 610 a share. The history 
of Smith's operations in Milwaukee and other 
cities of Wisconsin and Illinois since Jan. 1 
appear to show that he has ro. this stock at 
$25 a share, not only cleaning up $15 over 


the quoted price of the stock but failing to 


make full returns to the Ire mmaurance com- 
pany. 

Smith's operations just prior to his disap- 
pearance, it ig alleged, were confined solely 
to Milwaukee, He established himself there, 
sold stock right and left, made frequent de- 
posits with all of the banks, then overdrew 
all his accounts and disappeared. Charges 
were at once filed by the Marshall & IIsley 
company, and these are to be followed by 
other charges. 

Milwaukee Broker Unwilling Aid. 

It is alleged that Smith used Scranton 
Stockdale, a Milwaukee broker, as a cats- 
paw and through his support sold stock in the 
insurance company. According to admis- 
sions made to examiners for the reporting 
agency which has been on Smith's trail since 
his disappearance he sold to Stockdale 1,000 
shares of stock in the Old Colony Life In- 
surance company for 815 a share. It was rep- 
resented to Stockdale, it is alleged, that he 
was given a $10 discount and in return he was 
asked to indorse the Old Colony stock. His 
letter of indorsement is in the hands of other 
creditors of Smith. It purports to state that 
Stockdale had examined the stock of the Old 
Colony company, found it gilt edged, and ad- 
vised friends to purchase. 

Lived a Gay Life. 

From January to March Smith lived a gay 
life in Milwaukee, spending money freely 
and occuping expensive apartments in the 
leading hotels. 

Upon receiving cash for a check for the 
issue of stock certificates on the Old Colony 
Life Insurance company he would immedi- 
ately telegraph the amount to an agent in 
Chicago, Emma M. Leacock, cashier of the 
„ National Investment and Agency com- 
pany,” 303 Dearborn street, of which Smith 
posed as the president. This is the address 
of the Old Colony Life Insurance company, 
and investigation yesterday showed that 
Smith and his secretary apparently consti- 
tuted the whole of the Investment and 
Agency concern. 

Efforts to interview Emma Leacock dur- 
ing the day proved fruitless. She was 
at the offices of the investment com- 
pany, it was stated, but refused to comment 
on Smith's arrest or to admit that she knew 
anything about his operations. Detectives 
learned that wherever Smith went he carried 
a bundle of checks on the “National Invest- 
ment and Agency company,” all of which 
were signed in blank. These he filled in with 
whatever amount was needed. 


Old Colony Company Busy. 
The officers of the Old Colony Life Insur- 
ance company are President John H. Morse; 
secretary and manager, H. G. Austin. It 


was learned yesterday that officers of the 


concern went to Milwaukee to investigate 
Smith's operations shortly after his disap- 
pearance and that they have been active in 
the search for the missing man. 

Smith was formerly connected with the 
National Bond and Investment company, 218 
La Salle street, and at one time was with

How to Get Booty. 


ALL MAKES ARE DESCRIBED. 


Complete Instruetions for Drilling 
Strong Boxes Furnished Thieves. 


New York, May 18.—[Special.]—A manu- 
script partly in cipher, found by the police 
in possession of Deafy Hunt, a burglar. 
when they arrested him Monday night, proved 


when translated today to be a complete guide ; 
for cracking safes, an analysis of the weak 


points of every kind of safe manufactured. 
generally a sort of vade mecum for cracks- 
men. 

Whoever wrote it—and the police don't be- 
lleve the author was Deafy " Hunt—was a 
burglar of considerable attainments and 
wide experience. It was written apparently 
by a prisoner in Sing Sing, who signs himself 
only ‘‘ Chink." 

The police hope to find out just who 
* Chink” is. When they find out they will 
endeavor never to lose sight of him. They 
regard him, evidence, the document, which 
is said to be one of the choicest possessions 
of the little museum at 300 Mulberry street, 
as the most accomplished cracksman now in 
the business. A translation of the cryptic 
facts of the document was made today by a 
reporter and later the same solution was 
made by others. 


Exact Directions for Drilling. 

Instructions are given in the cipher code 
telling Just where to expect a certain make of 
safe and how to crack it. Exact directions 
are given, all in cipher, as to where borings 
should be made in certain safes, together 
with diagrams indicating just where the 
drills should enter, also measurements and 
careful detall so mistakes can be avolded. 

The secret key can be explained easily. Its 
discoverer found that by dividing the letters 
of the alphabet into groups the first group of 
six letters—A, B, C, D, E, F—being equivalent 
to the last six letters of the code alphabet— 
U, V. W. X. T. — and the last group of six 
letters in the regular alphabet U, v. W. X. 
Y, Z—being equivalent to the first six letters 
of the code alphabet—A, B. C. D, E. F—that 
many of the words of the cryptogram could 
be spelled out sufficiently to give a general 
inkling that the right trail had been hit upon. 

It was discovered that in the document 
found in Hunt's possession the code word 
„Lusy appeared with great frequency. 
This led to the assumption that Luzy ” 
might well stand for safe.

Springfield, DL, May 18.—[Special.]—Rep- 
resentative Chiperfield’s resolution declar- 
ing invalid all the rights and privileges which 
the Chicago Dock and Canal company: seeks 
to exercise under its charter of 1857, having 
been passed by the house yesterday, was 
adopted by the senate today. So far as a 
mere resolution can invalidate the privileges 
which the company enjoys under its old time 
charter, the legislature has done its utmost. 
Mr. Chiperfield, to gain fuller action, intro- 
duced into the house this morning a bill to in- 
validate the charter of the company. Mr. 
Chiperfield had no difficulty in sending the bill 
to second reading without reference to a 
committee and, if necessary, he probably 
will be able to secure its passage by the house 
before the end of the week. The passage of 
the resolution will be useless unless the bill 
also passes both houses. 
Whether both houses will be able to pass 
the bill depends largely upon the legislative 
intent regarding adjournment. In spite of 
the protests of the persons in authority ip 
‘both branches, there is some indication of an 
intent to take snap judgment on the senate 
joint resolution providing for sine die ad- 
journment May 22—next Saturday. The leg- 
islative- managers in both branches protest 
there is no hope for an adjournment earlier 
than May 29. 


Bill Regulating Hotels Passes. 
Senator Hall's bill which, by amending the 
cities and villages act, endeavors to confer ad- 
ditional power on municipalities to control 
certain classes of mechanical establishments 
and to increase its power in regulating hotels 
and reoming houses, was passed by the sen- 
ate this afternoon. 

It has been a question with some of the 
Chicago citizens interested in giving the city 
greater powers of harbor regulation if this 
measure, when it reaches the house, might 
not be amended to include a proposition giv- 
ing municipalities such rights. It has not 
been decided to attempt this, but the proposi- 
tion has been considered. The bill as it now 
stands gives to city councils and to village 
boards additional powers to direct the loca- 
tion of machine shops, garages, and laundries 
run by machinery, junk and second hand 
shops, and to regulate their use and construc- 
tion. 

The senate also passed Senator Juul's bill 
amending the municipal art commission act. 
It provides that the mayor shall appoint a 
commission of six members from a list of 
eighteen to be furnished him by the principal 
art organization of the city. The commis- 
sion is to pass on all plans for all construction 
for the city or on city property. 


Other Bills Passed by Senate.

Attorney’s Lien Bill P 
In addition to the house bill for the creation 
of a tax commission the senate passed house 
bill No. 534, which proposes to create an at- 
torney’s lien. It provides that a lien shall 
attach to any verdict, judgment. or decree to 
any money or property reeovered by the serv- 
ice of an attorney after notice has been given 
to the person against whom the claim ig 
made. 
The senate defeated Senator Billings’ bill 
to give conditional contracts for Ahe pur- 
chase of goods on the installment plan the 
effect of chattel mortgages if recorded and 
operative against the rights of a third per- 
son to whom they might be sold before the 
final payment had been made on them to the 
installment plan house. 
The house appropriations committee this 
afternoon ordered a favorable report on two 
armory bills for the Illinois National guard, 
cutting down the appropriations to $100,000 
each for the First Illinois cavalry and for 
the Eighth infantry, the negro regiment. 
Both armories will be constructed in Chi- 
cago, if the bills become laws. 

A substitute for all the pending municipal 
cburt bills was introduced in the house this 
afternoon on behalf of the committee on mu- 
nicipal courts. The committee bin makes 
substantial changes in the program which 
had been laid out by the municipal court 
judges and officials. The salaries of the chief 
justice, chief bailiff, and chief clerk are in- 
creased to $10,000 per annum by the bill, court 
costs are cut down and an additional assist- 
ant is allowed to the chief bailiff. 


TEN YEAR OLD BOY KILLS 
HIMSELF ON BIRTHDAY. 


He Explodes Revolver Which He Car- 
ried in Order to Celebrate the Anni- 
versary. 


Wiliam Wallace Miller, the 10 year old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John W. Miller of Som- 
ers. Wis.. accidentally shot and killed him- 
self on Monday with a revolver belonging to 
his father. It was the boy's birthday, and 
when he left his home in the morning to go 
to the district school, half a mile away, he 
took with him the old revolver. 

He had fired one shot from it before he 
fired tbe shot which ended his life.

‘That the reaping of the dandelions had thie: 
effect of reminding the Fabian statesmen 
that time was departing, that no serfator was 
being elected and no legisiation being legis- 
lated, was merely accidental and no part of 
the main program, which program was to 
mow. the dandeljons. That it did have such 
an eeffct by suggesting to legislators the 
near approach of the harvest moon is in- 
dubitable. 

The esteemed senate worked {ts honorable - 
head off and the house of representatives put 
itself in such shape that it can view the ap- 
proaching sine die adjournment with a clear 
legislative conscience—it having been deter- 
mined in adivance that the house of repre- 
sentatives should do nothing but pass appro- 
priation bills and the aforesaid conscience 
being attuned to that program. 

The house passed nearly all of its appro- 
priation bills and has sent them on their way 
to the senate. The senate passed its water- 
way bill and sent it over to the house, where 
it will be buried in committee. The senate 
passed fifty-seven other varieties of bills and 
is in position, as soon as it has passed the 
asylum reorganization bill and sent it to meet 
its fate in the house, and as soon as it has 
handled the appropriation bills which come 
to it from the house, to look the sine die ad- 
journment in the face. 


Senator the Only Worry. 
Aside from the appropriation bills the only 
thing which really is bothering the esteemed 
legisiature is the election of a United States 
senator. It has no intention of accomplishing 
anything for the public good or for the ad- 
vancement of humanity except by accident, 
but the appropriation bills must be passed 
and it would be pleasant to elect a senator. 
Mr. Lorimer shares the legislative opinion 
that it would be pleasant, and is striving 
to offer himself in the emergency as a possi- 
ble compromise candidate—and not without 
success. 
It has been the plan of the Lorimer ad- 
herents to start him tomorrow, but this plan 
may be delayed by the increasing desire on 
his part and on the part of his friends to se- 
cure this election by ‘‘ Republican votes. 
In this effort he is joined by several persans 
of prominence in Cook county, who ordi- 
narily might not be expected to lend an aci- 
ive hand in his interest and by persons of 
prominence downstate. 

Chauncey Dewey, Second ward committee- 
man, is said to have secured from Senators 
Ettelson and Billings, both of whom have 
been supporting Hopkins, the promise that 
they will support Lorimer when. the right 
time comes. 


Northwest Side Bothers Lorimer. 

The Lorimer supporters are encouraged by 
reports from Hyde Park and Lake View that 
the legislatons from these districts, and even 
from the districts in the Town of Lake, will 
vote for the congressman. The spot said to 
be most in doubt in Chicago is the northwest 
‘side. The Helping Hand association, com- 
posed of the committeemen from the north- 
west side wards, has been in session in 
Springfield during the day, endeavoring, with 
the aid and assistance of the legislators from 
that section of Chicago, to determine what 
would be a fair, reasonable, and logical atti- 
tude to assume as regards Mr. Lorimer.

Remembered Leiter Corner. 

Wheat, according to good information, was 
the direct cause of the collapse, and the idea 
of speculation in it came from the collapse 
of Joe Leiter's attempted corner in 1898. 

At that time Mr. Tracy became a partner 
ef Charley McDonald of Chicago and 
Wheaton, known about that time as the first 
amateur golf champion of the United States, 
and latterly as special partner of R. H 
Thomas, president of the New York stock 
exchange, and as a man who became wealthy 
on straight brokerage business. 

Mr. McDonald, at the time of the Lelter 
corner, was a broker on the Chicage board 
of trade, and was intrusted with the execu- 
tion of most of the Leiter orders. From his 
association wick McDonald and their expe- 
riences with the Leiter corner Tracy is said 
to have become possessed of the opinion that 
it was impossible for any one to corner the 
wheat market. 

But, unlike McDonald, who emerged whole 
from the Leiter corner, and has not been 
known as an operator in grain on his own 
account, Tracy long has dealt heavily in 
that commodity. When, after his separation 
from McDonald in Chicago, Tracy started a 
new firm and opened offices in New York, he 
traded heavily in wheat with the late T. A. 
McIntyre, with whom he had business rela- 
tions in Chicago. . 

Mr: McIntyre was head of the stock and 
grain firm of T. A. McIntyre & Co., which 
failed last year, and had two members in- 
dicted. With McIntyre Tracy often traded 
100,000 bushels of wheat og a single order. 


Bets Against Patten Corner.“ 

Thus it came to pass, according to men fa- 
miliar with many of Tracy’s operations, that 
the Patten corner in wheat appealed to him as 
ene that could not be sustained. It seemed 
fictitious manipulation to him. Although 
there had been an opinion in some circles 
that it was based on an actual scarcity of the 
staple, he could not perceive it that way. 
His opinion resulted, it is said, in heavy com- 
mitments on the short side. 

The so-called Patten corner, which with the 
exception of one big break, has held fairly 
tight since the beginning of the movement, 
jatterly hastichtened. Im the May. option, in 
whi¢h @peculation principally centered, the 

close on Monday in New York was 318% 
per bushel, Which close was the highest point 
of the movement. Yesterday morning’s 
opening sale in Chicago was at 51.29%, and 
the price quickly advanced to 51.30. Later, 
thre was a reaction to $1.28%, a fraction 
below Monday's closing. It was reported 
that the Tracy house was short 100,000 
bushels of July wheat, in which there was an 
advance of 2 cents a bushel, while this wheat 
was bought in for the firm under the rules. 
While the firm's short commitments were 
being covered, both May and July wheat 
sold up to the highest prices of the move- 
ment. July, like May, sold down later be- 
low Monday’s close. 


Plays Stocks Against Wheat. 

Another operation of the firm indicated 
that Tracy was playing the old rule based on 
theory that high prices for grain mean low 
prices for stocks and vice versa. 

While selling wheat he sold calls on stocks— 
that is, it bargained for a consideration to 
deliver stocks higher than the current prices 
in case the buyer of the call“ sought to 
exercise his privilege. The idea obviously 
Was that if wheat went up and losses were 
sustained in wheat speculatign stocks were 
sure to go down and the moné@y secured from 
the sale of calls could be charged to profit. 
The method failed, however, as it often 
had failed before, because wheat and stocks 
perversely advanced simultaneously. Most 
of the calls sold by the firm passed through 
the hands of W. A. Scott—‘‘ Farmer” Scott 
Tone of the best known and few remaining 
brokers of the line which all but broke 
Russell Sage. 

Scott, in the regular course of business, 
passed them on to another. He announced 
during the day that he would make every one 
ot them good on presentation. The firm’s un- 
fulfilled contracts on the New York stock 
exchange were not in excess of 2.000 shares. 
Practically all of them were in Amalga- 
mated Copper, Smelters, Steel common, and 
Union Pacific. Commitments closed under 
the rule regarding witnessed transactions. 

No broker could have sustained any but a 
slight loss, since the market witnessed 
tansactions made on about the same level 
as the average on Monday. 


New York Young Men Patrons. 

Among the firm’s creditors are many well 
known New York young men who speculate 

in Stocks from uptown New York hotels. 
Nowhere is there an assertion that the 
firm's methods were irregular, but seemingly 
there is abundant evidence that it long had 
n in difficulties. Reports of some of 
these transactions spread about the New 
York financia) district caused the withdrawal 
of accounts by several customers.

CENSURE FOR TRACTION LINE 


Coroner’s Jury Makes Report on 
Death of the Rev. Mr. Scott. 


REFORMS ARE SUGGESTED. 


Criticism Made of Small Space Bet ween 
Car Tracks in Some Places.

The Chicago Railways company was cen- 
#ured and instructed to make certain re- 
forms by a coroner’s jury yesterday in its 
verdict on the death of the Rev. Hugh Mo- 
Donald Scott, professor of ecclesiastical his- 
tory at the Chicago Theological seminary, 
who was crushed between two Van Buren 
street cars at the State street terminal on 
the evening of April 29. 

The practice of conductors and motormen 
opening the doors of their cars nearest the 
tracks so as to load more quickly was con- 
demned, and fault was found because there 
is a clearance of only eight inches between the 
present big cars. Deputy Coroner George A. 
Webster conducted the inquest. 


Detail of Accident. 

From the testimony it appears that Prof. 
Scott boarded a car which was on the east - 
bound track ready to take its load and cross 
over to the westbound frack. The conductor 
had dropped the step, but had not yet opened 
the door, and as the professor stood there an- 
other car passed and knocked the professor 
to the ground. 

The verdict reads in part: 

We further find from the testimony pre- 
sented that it is the practice of the employés 
of eaid company to open the doors and lower 
the steps on the left hand sides of their cars 
for the taking on of passengers while stand- 
ing on said eastbound track waiting for the 
car at the end of the line to pull out. 


Railway Censured. 

“The practice of opening the doors and 
lowering the steps of cars on the inside or 
side next to the track where cars run in the 
opposite direction, and also the lowering of 
the steps and not opening the doors, we con- 
sider extremely dangerous to public safety, 
and we therefore censure said Chicago Rail- 
ways company for permitting this practice 

We also find that the small space be- 
tween the two cars when passing was con- 
tributary to the death of the deceased.”

The accident occurred at North Franklin 
and Ohio streets. A Wilson avenue express 
crashed into a Ravenswood trgin that had 
stopped owing to a congestion of traffic on 
the line ahead. The perpon most seriously. 
injured was William G. Schroeder, cashier 
of the Continental National bank. Both 
legs were broken and internal injuries are 
feared, 

The motorman on the express which ran 
into the train ahead claims that the air 
brake failed to work. City Traction Expert 
Millard B. Hereley states he is not satisfied 
with this explanation, and, aided by city de- 
tectives, he has begun an investigation of 


the wreck.

Panic Follows Collision. 
The accident occurred at 8:30 in the morn- 
ing. Both trains were crowded and panic 
followed the crash. The platforms of four 
cars were driven into the coaches, the win- 
dows were smashed, and all the passengers 
thrown in heaps on the floor. 

In several cases men and women were 
thrown through the forward windows by the 
shock. The cars were in such position that 
many of the passengers feared they would 
fall to the street and scores of persons en- 
dangered their lives by leaving the wreck and 
walking along the tracks to the Kinzie street 
station. Firemen, who promptly arrived on 
the scene, raised ladders to help the passen- 
gers get to the ground. 

The Ravenswood train had been stopped at 
Ohio street by signals. The Wilson avenue 
express, following closely, was moving 
rapidly. The motorman, William Winne- 
berger, states he had tested the brake only a 
few moments before and found it working 
properly. 

He states he was within fifteen yards of the 
train ahead when he applied the brake and 
found it would not work. His story is now 
being investigated by Mr. Hereley, who says: 

“The apparatus of the elevated railroad is 
subject to a most rigorous inspection. I 
doubt if the apparatus could be defective or 
that it would suddenly fail to work.” 


Flying Glass Injures Many. 

The injuries inflicted upon the passengers 
were generally due to flying glass or their 
being thrown against the seats or floor. Mr. 
Schroeder was sitting in a front seat of the 
second car of the rear train and was thrown 
against a side seat. 

Telephone calls brought details of police 
from the Chicago avenue and the Hudson ave- 
nue stations to the scene. Ambulances were 
called from several hospitals and the more 
seriously injured passengers were taken to 
the Passavant hospital. 

The wreck caused a tieup on the system 
for fully an hour.

SCENERY MARRED BY SIGNS. 


G. Lowes Dickinson Addresses Twen- 
tieth Century Club Meeting. 


So long as sign boards maintain their pres- | 
ent dimensions, displaying the specter of 
breakfast foods amidst our finest natura! 
scenery, so long, likewise, as man continues 
to wear frock coat and trousers, and so long, 
most particularly, as our real, if not our 
acknowledged rulers measure ideal ndi- 
tions in the terms of conditions favora for 
coining dollars and cents—that long we shal! 
have no art. 

This deduction was a part of the general 
one made last evening by G. Lowes Dickin- 
son, lecturer in Cambridge college, England, 
a man of letters distinguished among con- 
temporaries for his deep and independent 
thought on subjects social, philosophical, and 
artistic. He spoke at the annual meeting of 
the Twentieth Century club in the Fort- 
nightly club roome, his subject being De- 
mocracy in Its Relations to Art.“ 


Degrades the Human Spirit. 

“In Italy, you know, they decorate the 
outside of their houses with frescoing.“ he 
said, and they call it public art. We, too, 
have a free public art in the subways and 
all along our beaten paths of travel. It is 
the art of advertisement. In England it 
hasn't reached such proportions as here. 
We haven't got to the point of introducing 
cardboard placards, life size, of animals 
the cow and the bear standing on its 
haunches—but anything more degrading to 
the human spirit can scarcely be imagined 
than the advertisement as it has been devel- 
oped. It is an attack on the soul and spirit 
more deadly than an assault, and it aims a 
body blow at art because we can never get 
away from it and educates the emotions 
falsely.’ 

The nineteenth century, continued the 
speaker, achieved more ugliness than any 
other age in the history of the world. In the 
middie of the century architecture reached 
the lowest level to which it had ever de- 
scended. 


Inspiration of Beauty Lacking. 
That is the principal thing, he considers, 
that the nineteenth century has achieved 
thus far, and those arts which depend on 
beauty for an inspiration have not flour- 
ished thus far in our democracy—these being 
all of the arts there are except the art of 
the novel. 

More destructive still, however, is another 
harmful attitude of ours. It answers the 
vexed questions of why it is we have such 
extraordinarily bad drama, why we have no 
great musicians, and why no great American 
love lyric has ever been written. 
Democracy as far as it has progressed 
measures ccess in the terms of how much 
money can made, the speaker said, and 
not in the terme of human life and how to 
enjoy it. 

In New York a man from Pittsburg came 
to see me, and I told him the American 
metropolis was the most hustling place I 
ever had been in. He said he was glad to 
hear me say that. 


Praise for Bernard Shaw. 

J was surprised to have such a remark 
construed into a compliment. But it is the 
attitude of the rulers of the democracy to- 
day. The result is that when they have got 
through with their hustling they are too tired 
to enjoy drama, consequently there is none 
produced, and the hideous, unconscionable 
musical comedies are substituted for the 
legitimate drama. 

Bernard Shaw tries by every trick to draw 
attention to the serious things he has tosay, 
but the rich men who constitute audiences 
are too tired to listen to him and they go to 
the vaudeville instead. 


DECLARES PUGILISM WORSE 
THAN SPANISH BULLFIGHTS. 


Prof. Monaghan Says Sport Goes Still 
Lower in England, Where Man and 
Dog Battle in Pit. 


A vigorous contrast of the American prize 
fight with the Spanish bull fight, in which 
the American sport came off a bad second, 
was made last night by Prof. James Mon- 
aghan, formerly of Notre Dame university, 
in a lecture delivered in Temperance hall 
for the benefit of the A. O. H. temperance 
cadets of St. Mary's church. 

„A bull fight, in spite of its blood and occa- 
sional tragedies, is a splendid spectacle, 
said the speaker. “It should not. be com- 
pared with that American abomination 
known as a prize fight. A prize fight is the 
most brutal, disgusting, degrading spectacie 
known among civilized nations today, with 
one exception. The exception is the English 
sport in which a man gets down in a pit and 
fights a dog. 

“I know what I am talking of, for I have 
seen many prize fights. As a newspaper re- 
porter I used to report them. I have seen 
bull fights, too. Every American or English-

The panel of jurors which 16 to pass on the

The senate finance 
committee was wiser than the aggregation 
of economic talent presided over by Mg.

It did not do 
much more. 


House Bill Average High. 

The house bill averaged higher duties than 
the present Dingley law. It made a cut on 
lumber and iron and steel, but did nothing 
to other schedules except to raise them on 
the things which were most used by poor 
people. The senate cut off advances on the 
cotton and woo! schedule, allowed the lumber 
rates to stand, but advanced prices on iron

If, when the debate is finished in the senate, 
it is found that the bill, as it passes that 
branch “of congress, makes material reduc- 
tions which are not the same as those made 
by the house, there will be a chance for the 
conference committee to distinguish *

other words, the conference might, if it saw 
fit, take all of the reductions made by the 
senate and all those made by the house, so 
that whenever there was difference it would 
be solved in favor of the lower rates and not 
of the higher ones. 

A conference committee is made up of rep- 
resentatives of each house. They are am- 
bassadors from the bodies which sent them 
to the conference, and they act as separate 
committees, reaching.a result only when the 
house conferees agree with those from the 
senate. The members of the conference com- 
mittee from each branch of congress reach 
their conclusions by a majority vote. The 
conferées are usually appointed from the 
Ways and means committee of the house and 
the finance committee of the senate. 

If the custom is followed, the oldest men 
on those committees would go on the oonfer- 
ence. If a conference committee of flve men 
from each house were to be appointed there 
would be three Republicans and two Demo- 
crats from the house of representatives and 
the same number from the senate. The 
Republicans in each case would have a ma- 


„ Jority of one, and the Democrats would net 


be called into conference at all until either 
an agreement or a disagreeement had been 
voted. 

It will be seen, therefore, that in actual 
practice two out of three Republicans would 
determine everything for each house. If the 
house of representatives appoints five con- 
ferees the three Republicans will be Sereno 
E. Payne of New York, John Dalsell of 
Pennsylvania, and Samuel W. McCall of 
Massachusetts. 


Tendencies of Probable Conferees. 

Mr. McCall is at times à bit of a revision- 
ist, but he comes from Magsachusetts and if 
he could get free hides probably would 
forget the rest of the country. Mr. Payne 
and Mr. Dalzell are standpatters of the most 
virulent type. They may see a great light 
and be wise enough to accept the reductions 
made by thegenate and stick by those which 
they allowed to percolate into their own tariff 
bill. Those who know the two gentlemen, 
however, and have watched their careers 
for a number of years will not be inclined to 
believe this rosy prospect without consider- 
able advance eyidence of a change of heart.

Section 181, dealing with metallic mineral 
substances in a crude state, was passed over. 
Mr. Burton said he wanted an increase on 
the rate on metallic mineral substances in a 
crude state, while Mr. Penrose declared that 
under that section he wanted monazite sand. 
which the bill fixed at the rate of 4 cents a 
pound, placed on the free list. 

“I am surprised at such a suggestion com- 
ing from the senator from Pennsylvania,“ 
said Mr. Bailey. 


Restrictions on Foreign Watches. 


The paragraph relating to watches was 
adopted with an amendment requiring the 
name of the country of origin and the name 
of the maker to be indelibly placed on the 
movements. Mr. Beveridge indicated that 
the provision would be contested when the 
bill reaches the parliamentary status of be- 
ing in the senate. 

Additional amendments were reported to 
the section relating to zinc ore. Instead of a 
duty of 1 cent a pound on the zinc in the ore 
without regard to the percentage of metal 
obtained as formerly proposed by the com- 
mittee, a duty of one-fourth of a cent a 
pound to 1 cent a pound, according to the 
percentage of metal contained in the ore was 
proposed. This section was adopted with 
the understanding that if any senator should 
tomorrow desire to reconsider it that course 
would be pursued. 

This action brought the bill up to the wood 
schedule, and Mr. Aldrich suggested that to- 
morrow the senate should proceed to dis- 
pose of the paragraphs in schedules A, B, 
and C, which on the present second reading 
have been passed over.

Watchorn’s Administration on 
Ellis Island Was Wholly 
Unsatisfactory.

Washington, D. C., Mey 18.—William Will- 
fams of New York was today selected to suc- 
ceed Robert Watchorn as commissioner of 


immigration at New York. 
Mr. Williams is an attorney of New York. 


signed because of a 
Roosevelt over the appointment of some of 
the subordinates in the immigration service. 
The following statement was made at the 
White house in regard to the appointment: 
“The president today sent the name of 
William Willams Esq. of New York City to 
the senate to be commissioner of immigration 
at Ellis island, the most important post in 
the immigration system of the country. The 
post has been recently held by Robert 
Watchorn, whose adminispration of the office 
proved to be unsatisfactory to the president 
and the secretary of commerce and labor, al- 
though there have been interested in his re- 
tention a number of good people who did not 
understand the facts in respect to the con- 
dition of the office. 


Inquiry Started by Nagel. 

Mr. Watchorn’s resignation was not re- 
quested, but he was under investigation by 
Mr. Nagel, the secretary of commerce and 
labor, and his course in office was the subject 
of inquiry at the time he tendered and in- 
sisted upon his resignation. His resignation 
was accepted for the good of the service. 

“Mr. Williams has had a long and thor 
ough experience in the administration of this 
office, and resigned it voluntarily to resume 
the practice of law in New York city. Mr. 
Williams is a friend of the president, and 
was not a candidate for appointment, but 
most reluctantly yielded to the insistence of 
the president and the secretary that he take 
the office: 

It has been reported that Mr. Watchorn’s 
resignation was due to political exigency. 
This statement is utterly unfounded. The 
secretary of commerce and labor and Mr. 
Williams have had confermances about the 
administyation of Ellis island, and are in 
complete accord as to how the island should 
be administered.” 


Other Places Are Filled. 

President Taft today announced the nom- 
ination of William 8. Washburn as civil 
service commissioner vice James T. Will- 
lams, resigned. He was for years a civil 
service commission employé here and served 
as civil service commissioner in the Philip- 
pines under Mr. Taft. 

The president has decided to appoint Oscar 
L. Whitelaw assistant treasurer of the 
United States at St. Louis, to succeed T. J. 
Akins, recently appointed postmaster. 

President Taft also sent to the senate the 
nomination of Walter E. Clark, a Washing- 
ton newspaper man, attached to the New 
York Sun bureau, as governor of Alaska, to 
succeed Gov. Hoggatt, resigned. Mr. Clark 
also has for years been the Washington cor- 
respondent for the Seattle Post-Intelligencer,

Noted Educator Turns Over Duties to 
Abbott Lawrence . Lowell—Will

No Sentiment in Business. 


No sentiment exists in international! busi- 
pess. Particularly is there no feeling of 
friendship in continental Europe which 
would cause any consideration to be shown 
for American products. This country has 
been looked upon for many years as “the 
international hog."’ due in part to the strict 
and, it has been said, to the harsh enforce- 
ment of the regulations of the Dingley tariff 
law. The state department gave notice on 
April 30 of the intention of this government 
to terminate, following adoption of the new 
tariff bill, all reciprocity agreements made 
under section 3 of the Dingley law. The posi- 
tion was taken that the repeal of the Ding- 
ley law in itself caused the agreements ne- 
gotiated under the authority therein con- 
tained to fall to the ground. 

This interpretation is far from satisfactory 
to the foreign governments concerned. In 
the case of France, for example, there is no 
provision in the agreement with that coun- 
try for its denunciation. This is true also 
ofthe agreements with Switzerland and Bul- 
garia. While claiming that the French posi- 
tion is untenable, the fact that the tariff bil! 
pending in the French parliament contains 
a heavy increase of the duty on cottonseed 
off furnishes an excuse for abrogation of 
the agreement on the part of this country, 
since that instrument provides for the with- 
drawal of concessions on wines. 


Huge Export of Cotton Oil. 


The French agrarian interests are opposed 
to the importation of American cottonseed oi] 
because it enters into competition with dairy 
products. In 1907 France imported over 
9,000,000 gallons of this oil, valued at $5,000.- 
000, of which amount more than 6,000,000 
i went from the United States. Under 
present tariff, American cottonseed oi] 
ig gubject to a general rate of $1.16 for 220 
pounds. 

It is proposed to advance the maximum rate 
t6 $4.82 per 220 pounds, and the minimum to 
270. Fortunately manufacturers of soap 
and food products in which cottonseed oil is 
the chief ingredient, are opposing strenuously 
the proposed increase and the protest will 
be supported by the government. 

In connection with the revision of the 
French tariff, it is interesting to note that 
the movement is not governmental, but was 
inaugurated by industrial interests and by 
many of the working people of France, who 
are organized into trade unions’‘and labor 
associations. The latter and their employers 
are demanding increased protection for their 
industries from growing importations of mer- 
chandise, in which the wages of labor form 
a large percentage of the cost of manufac- 
ture. ' 


Fear Reprisals in Trade. 


The government has been embarrassed be- 
cause of its unwillingness to compromise the 
relations of France with.other nations and 
run the risk of reprisals and tariff wars that 
would affect foreign commerce disastrously 
and retard the commercial expansion and 
economic progress of the country. The gov- 
ernment is perfectly willing to agree to an 
increased measure of protection for certain 
industries, but the rates proposed strike at 
imports from British dependencies, Switzer- 
land, and Belgium, in addition to the United 
States. Consul General Frank H. Mason, in 
& report to the state department with refer- 
ence to the legislation, makes this significant 
statement, which is important to Illinois in- 
terests: 

Whether trade in agricultural machinery 
and implements. machine tools, electrical 
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appliances, typewriters, musical instru- 
ments, boots and shoes, hardware, vegetable 
olls, and other artfeles of American manu- 
facture, which has been bulit up in France 
by years of enterprising effort, will contique 
to expand and flourish or be checked d 
restricted by the handicap of increased max- 
imum duties will depend largely upon the re- 
sult of the pending legislation.“ 

As is known by the exporting interests, 
the United States does not enjoy the benefit 
of the entire minimum tariff of France, The 
only products that pay minimum rates are 
canned meats, prepared pork meats, lard, 
fruits, hops, timber, paving blocks, staves, 
and mineral olls. The French tariff proposes 
increases on these various articles, in one 
case as much as 150 per cent. 


Changes Outside of Treaty. 


As to changés in duties upon articles not 
mentioned in the commercial agreement, 
they are numerous. All the important com- 


mercial countries except the United States 
enjoy the benefit of the entire nfinimum 
tariff in France, ro that changes that will af- 
fect injuriously imports from this country 
onlyand still further aggravate the disadvan- 
tages under which American products must 
compete in the French market with products 
from other foreign countries. 

It is estimated that 866 rates have been 
increased and only seven reduced in the 
maximum scale, while eighty-six have been 
increased and twelve reduced in the min- 
imum scale. There have been heavy in- 
creases upon certain meat products and no 
reduction on others. 


Plans Six Months’ Notice. 


There is no intention on the part either of 
the administration or of congress to take any 
action which could be interprstel] as putting 
additional hardships on foreign nations as a 
result of the changes projected in the Amer- 
ican customs law. Therefore, as a result of 
the conferences which have occurred it has 
been decided to insert In the new measure a 
provision that the reciprocity agreements 
shall terminate within six months. This will 
give foreign importers an opportunity to ad- 
just themselves to new conditions. 

The arrangements with Germany and the 
united kingdom provide they shall terminate 
within six months after denunciation. The 

‘agreements with Italy, Portugal, and the 
Netherlands come to an end one year after 
denunciation. There is no doubt that the 
summary way in which the United States will 
abrogate the agreements will cause a good 
deal of feeling abroad and give rise to talk 
of retaliation. It is not likely this talk will 
lead to anything in view of the weapon which 
has been placed in the president’s hands in 
connection with the maximum and minimum 
scales. 


RICH JEWS PLAN BIG COLONY 


Millions Behind Settlement to Be 
Located in Mesopotamia. 


JACOB H. SCHIFF TO HELP. 


Credit Is Also Given Israel Zang will 
for His Part in the Project. 


New York, May 18.—[Special.]—Details of 
the contemplated establishment in Mesopo- 
tamm of the largest Jewish colony the world 
ever has seen were made public here today. 

Announcement was made of the combina- 
tion in support of the project of international 
Jewish organizations which never have acted 
together before. That the new movement has 
financial resources in excess of $100,000,000 
and that the country which it is proposed to 
turn into a Jewish colony will support a pop- 
ulation of 10,000,000 are indications of the ex- 
tent of the enterprise. 


Schiff and Zangwill Given Credit. 

Men in this city who are interested in the 
latest movement toward the establishment 
of a Jewish colony said credit for having 
united the various forces in support of this 
elaborate plan should be given to Jacob H. 
Schiff and Israel Zangwill. 

Private advices from London tell of a 
meeting of the Jewish Territorial organiza- 
tion. at which Mr. Zangwill, Sir Andrew 
Wingate, Meyer Spielman, and others de- 
clared that in the settlement of Mesopotamia 
ia to be found the solution of troubles which 
have beset the Jews since they were dis- 
persed from Palestine. 

Expedition to Explore Country. 

It is proposed to send at once an expedition 
of explortation through Mesopotamia for 
the purpose of gathering information which 
will guide the propagandists of the colony 
idea. According to the best information 
obtainable $40,000,000 will be required to pro- 
vide irrigation works for one section of 
Mesopotamia.

While the trustee has no interest in the 
amounts paid to Rosenberg and Rosenfeld 
for more than four months previous to the 
collapse of Van Vlissingen, the creditors are 
interested to know what payments have 
been made since December, 1904, when Van 
Vlissingen confessed to Rosenfeld that he had 
sold him and his family forged mortgages and 
notes. 


What Firm’s Books Show. 


For the benefit of these creditors Mr. Rosen- 
feld has made a statement showing that at 
the time of the confession he and the mem- 
bers of his family held mortgages and notes 
to the extent of $360,400, and that up to the 
day of his arrest he had paid back $111,504 
on account of pfincipal and $68,964 on ac- 
count of interest, making a total of $180,468 
paid in four years, according to the books 
of Rosenfeld and Rosenberg. 

The fact was brought out that in the 
amount of $860,400 which Mr. Rosenfeld 
claims Van Vlissingen was indebted to him 
and his family at the time of the failure on 
account of forged paper was $63,500 due on 
account of the personal notes of Van Viis- 
singen, which were secured by forged col- 
lateral. '

Then I'd like to see 
any of your capitalistic friends, except those 
in on the know, submit bids for these bonds.’

WARSHIP BETTER THAN SHOW 
TO DRAW LOUISIANA NEGROES. 


Battleship Mississippi Proceeds Up the 
River as Far as Bayou Sara and Is 
Seen by Thousands of Persons. 


Bayou. Sara, La., May 18—[Specia].]—The 
battleship Mississippi reached the center of 
the black belt today, and for miles around 
the plantations were abandoned and thou- 
sands of negroes came to town to see the 
big ship. 

As a drawing card it has the circus beaten, 
many of the darkies coming from as many as 
‘forty miles inland over the country roads, 
on horseback, on muleback, and in every con- 
ceivable vehicle, including the trusty oxcart, 
while railroad excursions were run from a 
radius of 100 cniles. 

Several miles down the river the ship was 
‘greeted by negroes on muleback riding along 
the levees, and these raced their animals 
along shore in an effort to keep up with the 
ship. As the vessel reached the town it was 
greeted by the ringing of church bells, the 
blowing of what whistles the town could 
boast, the ringing of dinner bells and the 
blowing of tin-horns by the throngs on shore 
and the craft on the river. 

Conspicuous in the throng were a half dozen 
grizzled darkies, members of the G. A. R., 
their clothes decorated with medals of every 
variety, campaign buttons, bits of ribbon, 
and miniature flags, while each one of them 
carried a flag.

PRISONER IN A FAINT WHEN 
TAKEN AS LOTTERY AGENT. 


Search of Martin Oppenheim’s Office 
Reveals Thirty Tickets, Which Are 
Confiscated. 


Charged with being the agent for German 
lottery companies and with receiving lottery 
tickets through the mails, Martin Oppenheim 
was arrested at his office, 84 La Salle street, 
yesterday afternoon and arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Mark Foote, 
who fixed his bail at $2,500. Oppenheim is 
said by postoffice inspectors investigating 
foreign lottery agencies to be the agent for 
the Hamburg, Brunswick, and Saxony lot- 
teries, all German companies. 

Postal authorities believe Oppenheim was 
formerly an agent for the Honduras lottery 
before it was driven out of business by the 
government. Ostensibly Oppenheim is a 
translator, but, when his offices were searched 
yesterday thirty lottery tickets were feund 
and confiscated. Correspondence was dis- 
covered showing that he has been receiving 
and disposing of these tickets. He was ar- 
rested by Deputy Marshal Righeimer. 

Oppenheim is treasurer of Victory council, 
Royal Arcanum. At sight of the government 
secret agents the completely collapsed and 
was revived with difficulty. 

The arrest is the result of the investigation 
recently begun by District Attorney Sims, 
following information that foreign lottery 
tickets were being sold in large quantities in 
and around Chicago.

president Pettit of Illinois Med- 
jeal Society Urges Closer 
Bond with Press.

Press and Medical Profession. 

Dr. J. W. Pettit of Ottawa in his presi- 
dential address took an advaneed position 
on advertising and the medical profession, 
his object being the establishment of closer 
relations between physicians and the press. 
Dr. Pettit pointed out the value of the news- 

ras a purveyor and conveyer of infor- 
mation and a molder and leader of public 
opinion. He said that newspaper men will 
always respect the wishes and rights of the 
medical profession if the medical profession 
jg reasonable and just in its attitude. 

“tn the discussion of this question,” he 
said, “‘ we befog the issue by failing to dis- 
criminate as to what is really advertising, 
publicity, news, and simply bad taste. It is 
regarded as orthodox to make a wholesale 
condemnation of all publicity regardless of 
conditions and circumstances. The subject is 
of too much importance to both the profes- 
sion and the public to be disposed of in this 
easy offhand manner.“ 


Advertising Is Publicity. 

Referring to the question of advertising, 
Dr. Pettit said: 

“ Advertising in its best sense is simply 
publicity. The element of exaggeration and 
wiliful misrepresentation which has alwaye 
characterized the medical advertisement as 
we know it, is what justly condemns it. But 
because this is true, shall we refrain from 
the legitimate use of the pregs and define 
what this shall be? Our failure to discrimi- 
nate is what leads us into error. A broad 
definition of advertising would include any- 
thing and everything in an advertis 
whether paid or otherwise, which is intended 
to benefit the individual. If such an adver- 
tisement contained the truth there could be 
no logical objection to it. It is the element 
of fraud, intentional or otherwise, which 
makes advertising by our profession 80 ob- 
jectionable. 

“The frequent mention of the doctor's 
name in the local press. keeping the public 
advised as to every move he makes, impor- 
tant and commonplace, is not advertising. 
This is simply bad taste, and indicates that 
the doctor has a fool friend of a reporter or, 
what is more probable, that he is himself 
responsible, and in so doing is simply ex- 
ploiting himself as a fool or an ass. This 
practice, which fortunately is not common, 
is the most offensive of all the attempted 
methods of advertisigg. It should not be as- 
sumed, however, that the physician is al- 
ways responsible for or privy to the mention 
of his name. This may be and probably is 
true of the silly but harmless fellow whose 
name is constantly paraded before the pub- 
lie, but ig not of medical men as a rule. Any 
well conducted newspaper will always re- 
spect the wishes of the medical man by keep- 

dag his name out of his paper when not 
necessary to make a news item complete. 


Urges Broad Interpretation. 

*I have observed that many medical men 
who advocate a naffow interpretation of the 
code are engaged in advertising by devious 
methods if we accept the doctrine that all 
publicity is advertising. The writ-ng of use- 
less books, the establishment of medical col- 
leges for the primary purpose of securing 
the professorships, reading papers of doubt- 


ful value before medical societies as an ex- 


cuse for the wholesale distribution of re-

same agency for the dissemination of the 
truth without money and without price, be- 
cause of an unreasonable prejudice. Because 
the newspaper inserts the quack or patent 
medicine advertisement, we criticise and 
ostracise it. When the editor asks us för re- 
liable medical information we refuse to give 
it through what I believe to be a misinterpre- 
tation of an ethical rule. The editor does 
not employ the quack or dose himself with 
patent medicine, but usually employs the 
educated physician. He does not, as a rule, 
even give them editorial indorsement, hence 
is not responsible for the advertisement. He 
simply sells his space, which he haga perfect 
right to do. 

“ Nothing equal to the modern growth of 
medical science has been witnessed in the 
history of the world, so far as that history 
is known to us; and the medical profession 
will never occupy its right place in society, 
or be regarded in any more adequate light 
than as dispensers of pills and powders, until 
the nature of its work is better understood by 
the public than it is at present. 

„How shal] the people know these things 
unless we teach t ? How shall they dis- 
criminate between the true and the false, 
the physician and the quack, if they do not 
have the information which will enable them 
to make this distinction? We of the medical 
profession are in possession of truths which 
can help our fellowmen. Shall we hide our 
light under a bushel, or shall we follow the 
scriptural injunction to preach the gospel to 
all nations? 


Co-operation Is Essential. 


“The eunited action of the press and the 
medical profession in the present crusade 
against tuberculosis is a striking example of 
what can be done by a union of forces which 
have hitherto stood.apart. By the aid of the 
press we have accomplished more in five 


years than could the medica! profession un- 7 


alded by the press in a quarter of a century. 
With such a plain indication of our duty be- 
fore us shall we still blindly follow a mis- 
interpreted and misapplied ethical] rule which 
has always placed our profession in an l- 
logical position and been a serious bar to our 
greatest usefulness? The prevention and not 
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lectures to the public on selected med - 


Free 
ical — — 
ful met le of spreading information. 
lectures .,0uld be given by men who are au- 
thorities on their subjects. The experiment 
has been tried in various parts of the country, 
particularly in Chicago, and has deen a suc- 
cess. During the last three years these lec- 
tures haive been so popular that at times peo- 
ple have been turned away for lack of room. 
A great metropolitan newspaper in our state 
is arranging to push the health propeganda 
as vigorously as was the agitation against 
slavery and other kindred evils. This depart- 
ment will be under the absolute control of 
one of the best men in our profession. The 
value of such a union of our forces with the 
secular press is beyond computation. Call 
such work as this advertising if you will. 
Whatever tends to bring out the best should 
be encouraged and not repressed, cal] it by 
what name you may. ‘ 


Opportunity for Profession. 


Wei can hardly overestimate the good that 
may be accomplished for the public and our 
profession by such a use of the secularpress 
as I have outlined. The stock argument that 
such a use is advertising should no longer 
serve as a bugbear to deter ug from our plain 
duty. Our hold upon the public will depend 
not alone upon the correctness of our medical 
views, but having them understood as well. 
The public will understand just in proportion 
as we avail ourselves of those agencies pre- 
sented for our use. The greatest of these is 
the secular press. 

As suggested by President Burrell in his 
address at the last meeting of the A. M. A., 
‘the medical profession must recognize and 
codperate with business men in these public 
duties which is a new duty of citizenship,’ 
and in concluding that notable address he 
said, ‘A great duty rests upon the practi- 
tioner of medicine today. He must not shirk 
it. He must rise to his new burden, accept it 
and bear it. The reward of the medical pro- 
fession for taking this new burden of 
judicious publicity in medicine will be a 
hroader life for the practitioner, a greater 
consideration for his fellow men, better citi- 
zenship, and the recognition by the world 
that the medical profession is a great public 
benefactor.’ "’

position Directors to Aid 
John Worthy School. 


MAY SEEK COURT PERMIT. 


Columbian Board Has $44,000, 
Comprising Unclaimed Divi- 
dends and Surplus. 


A plea that all funds remaining at the dis- 
position of the directors of the World's Co- 
lumbian exposition be devoted to the pur- 
pose of transferring the John Worthy school 
for delinquent boys to the Gage farm—north 
of Riverside—was made yesterday by Charles 
A. McCulloch of the board of inspectors of 
the bridewell. 

He mailed to each of the surviving mem- 
bers of the world’s fair board of 1892 resid- 
ing in the city a letter urging that the devo- 
tion of the funds to this purpose would prove 
the most beneficial to the community possi- 
ble at the present time. A subcommittee 
of the directorate is considering what rights 
the board has In the situation, and probably 
will report at a meeting late this month. 

The sum that might be turned over to any 
charitable purpose is uncertain. There re- 
mains in the hands of the exposition board 
$44,000, of which $122,000 is surplus, and mighb- 
be devoted to any purpose approved by the 
directorg; but the remaining $82,000 is un- 
claimed dividends, subject to the demand of 
the beneficiary stockholders at any time, and 
the board is doubtful of its right to dispose 
permanently of this amount. 


Small Return for City’s Gift. 

Mr. McCulloch based his plea largely on 
the fact that Chicago appropriated $5,000,000 
for the Columbian exposition, so that the 
remaining funds might be said to be the 
city’s due. 

Public opinion,“ he wrote, “ is undivided 
on the proposition that Chicago should pro- 
vide an institution outside the city equipped 
with not only educational advantages but 
where boys can be trained to follow indus- 
trial or agricultural pursuits. 

“The city at this time owns a piece of 
property several miles distant from the city 
known as the Gage farm, which is nicely 
located and well adapted for such an insti- 
tution, but while public sentiment has been 
aroused in favor of building such an insti- 
tution and all who are interested in the public 
welfare realize its need and ultimate benefit 
to the community, there has been no way 
found until now to create a fund for that 
purpose. 

1 most earnestly urge that you give this 
application for the funds in your hands seri- 
ous consideration. I feel sure the city will 
meet any conditions that you may name 80 
far as justifying and protecting you in mak- 
ing the transfer.“

GEORGE MEREDITH. 

Of the great. constituency the novel 
won to itself in the nineteenth century 
George Meredith could claim but a small 
fraction, Although he began to write as 
early as George Eliot, although however 
retired his life has been since he left the 
active journalism of his early manhood, 
he had been always awake and respon- 
sive to the forces astir in his times, yet 
his readers have been and will remain rel- 
atively few. 

This limitation is regretted because, in- 
evitable as it was in Meredith’s case, it 
is almost wholly a matter of form, and 
almost not at all a matter of substance. 
It is true the. social life Meredith por- 
trayed was that of the English gentry 
and his subjects were not taken from’ as 
wide a field as, for example; Dickens in- 
cluded. But his vision of human life 
was far clearer than that of Dickens or 
Thackeray and his sense of the realities 
of human character far keener and truer. 
The superficial democrat is always some- 
thing of a snob, because he unduly em- 
phasizes and therefore resents the crude 
classifications of our social organization. 
The essential democrat, like Lincoln, 
never bothers about distinctions, accepts 
them for what they are worth, strips them 
of adventitious and factitious values, is 
free of them because he does not oppose 
them unless there is good reason for the 
effort. There is many a snob in shirt 
sleeves. The social placing of Meredith’s 
novels did not prevent them from con- 
taining universal types, like Willoughby 
Patterne. The life stuff Meredith deals 
in throughout his poetry and his fiction 
is the stuff of common human living. 
Meredith was one of the great democrats, 
expressing the spirit of his age as truly 
as any of his peers. Always he has 


‘fought on the right, side, giving his genius 


to good causes—to the greatest of all 
causes, the struggle of mankind forward 
in civilization toward justice and enlight- 
enment. 

Undoubtedly his greatest definite serv- 
ice has been accomplished through his 


statement and restatement of what may 


be called.the case of the modern woman. 
No one, poet or philosopher, has bet- 
ter understood the nature of woman or 
the complexities of the web civilized life 
weaves about her. But Meredith’s en- 
ligttened feminism was, after all, but 
one aspect, though perhaps the chief, of 
the serene, deep seeing, and courageous 
philosophy which is the unifying principle

It is the difficulty of Meredith's style, 
‘then, and by no means limitations of in- 
terests or narrowness of sympathy, which 
das restricted and will continue to restrict 
his audience. But just es these dificul- 
ties are exaggerated by many readers who 
are unwilling to read attentively, the im- 
‘Portance,of their effect may be overesti- 
mated. Meredith’s influence was far 
wider than his audience, for, especialiy 
in the last quarter of à century, it un- 
doubtedly, has been diffused throughout 
the world of our English thought. 

Meredith hes written poetry that will 
live while our literature lives. Some 

0 like Love in the Valley,“ will 
have a place even in the popular anthol- 
ogy. “The HDgoist” ranks with the great- 
est of the English novels, and, difficult 
as his style often is, there are pages of 
his prose which place him among the 
masters of our English tongue. 

But it is not for contemporaneous opin- 
jon to forestall posterity and place Mere- 
dith in his rank on the long and splendid 
roll of England’s great men. Rather it is 
for us who have lived in his day to ex- 
press as well as we may the gratitude a 
generation feels or ought to feel for one 
who has lived and worked in man’s be 
half so nobly, for his shining spirit, his 
great and enlightened soul.

The people of Illinois might easily tax 
themselves a little more for charitable 
work, if they knew that the funds would 
be so used instead of ®eing dissipated in 
the many ways that appeal to-legislators. 
The institutions are for their own un- 
fortunate sons and daughters. ‘Surely 
these unfortunates in Illinois deserve as 
good treatment as they receive in the 
most progressive state. For one of the 
leading states in the country to lag be 
hind when the spirit of the age and the 
sentiment ef the American people call 
for forward movements is not gratifying. 

The members of the state board of 
charities have reason for their discontent. 
The prospect of continuance of the dis- 
graceful and unsatisfactory conditions of 
the past, the knowledge that no advances 
ean be made, the realization ‘that all the 
thought and study of faithful men and 
women has been in vain, are enough to 
make any one discouraged. And many 
more citizens of IIlinois than they will 
regret the failure of the plans for re- 
lief for the thousands of unfortunates, 
the delinquents, the despondents, the de- 
fectives, because of the insistence of po- 
litical demands which legislators have 
to meet.

It was not until all Europe 
was laughing at the previousness of the 
prince that Princess Clementine of Coburg, 
popularly known as the grand old woman of 
Bulgaria,” learned about the matter, paid.for 
the regalia, took possession thereof, and sent 
them to Sofia. There they have remained 
locked up ever since. 

But now they have been taken out of their 
cases and polished up. For the moment so 
long and ardently awaited by Ferdinand has

It may de mentioned incidentally that the 
ceremonies and festivities in connection with 
his coronation, to which many of the courts of 
Europe will send princes of the blood as spe- 
cial ambassadors, Will not entail much horse- 
back riding. For, although up to the time 
of Ferdinand’s election as prince of Bulgaria 
he was serving as lieutenant in the Austrian 
hussar regiment, of which he is. now the. 
honorary colonel, he is inflicted with an in- 
firmity which prevents him from remaining 
for more than a quarter of an hour ata time 
in the saddle. At the time of his state entry 
into Sofia last year, after his first proclama- 
tion as king, much ridicule was hurled at him 
on account of his alleged poor horsemanship, 
which necessitated the leading of his charge 
by two attendants, while two more walked 
on either side of him ready to support him in 
case he was unable to retain be seat. In his 
youth, however, he rode well, and it is, as I 
have mentioned above, an infirmity and not 
poor horsemanship which renders riding dif- 
ficult and painful, besides preventing him 
from exercising any mastery over his steed.

Dr. J. M. Elder of Franklin, III., president 
of the American Association of Physiomed- 
ical Physicians and Surgeons, in annual ses- 
sion at 370 South Wood street, last night 
pleaded for equal recognition to all schools 
of medicine and threatened boycott against 
insurance companies which discriminate 
against the three schools commonly classed 
as “ irregulars.”
